Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 9/14/2009 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
U.S. Patent 7,480,129 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has 
been recorded. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
Claim 1 , the closest prior art of record considered, the combination of Wang and 
Edelstein, does not disclose the feature of the annular flange of the base plate bonded 
to the electrostatic puck by a bond layer, having plurality of holes to allow connections 
to pass therethrough (Wang teaches plurality of holes on the support 190 bonded to the 
base plate to allow detachable connection to the chamber body, whereas the invention 
having the holes on the base plate to allow detachable connection to the pedestal). 
This feature, in combination with the other recited elements, is not disclosed by the prior 
art of record, therefore, allowable. Claim 4-5, depend from Claim 1 . 

Independent Claims 6, 1 1 , and 17, recites the inventive feature of Claim 1 , along 
with the other elements, therefore, allowable for the same reasons as for Claim 1 . 
Claims 7-1 0, 1 3-1 6 depend from Claim 1 1 . Claims 1 2, 1 9-21 depend from Claim 1 1 . 
Claim 18 depend from Claim 17.
